The boat was made ex­ 
clusively by the owners, and adapted 
for rowing purposes only. 
It was 
used during the summer season by 
pleasure parties on the hike, and was 
in charge of tho I'lasso brothers d u r ­ 
ing each snminer. 
The bout la not 
over twelve feet long. HDd 
is lilted 
with two water-tight compartments, 
one at each end, so that it cannot 
possiidy sink. 
Filled with water, it 
would still float. 
It is now intended 
to place it an lake Tabeau, 
the big 
reservoir of tho Standard 
Electric 
Oooipauy nonr Clinton. 
Jt, is to be 
furnished witli a gasoline engine, atnl 
for this 
purpose it is now in the 
machine works. 
Tho engine will be 
of about two and half horse power, 
and a gallon of gasoline will operate 
it for seven or eight hours.

Robt. G. Aitken 
L ectures on Astronomy. 


Hubert (J. Aitken, who was born 
and 
reared 
iu 
Jackson, 
Amadot 
county, aud who bus made a record 
us an astronomical student of world 
wide reputation at the Lick Obsor- 
vatory on Mount Hamilton, delivered 
a lecture before ttie students of the 
Uerkeley University ¡ast Friday. 
We 
are indebted to a correspondent for 
the following account ot the lecturo: 
Doctor Kobert U. Aitken, professor 
of astronomy at the Lick Observatory, 
delivered his initial lecture on as­ 
tronomy before the students taking 
the summer course at the University 
of California, 
in ilearst 
Hail lust 
Friday evening, July 10th. 
The seat­ 
ing capacity uf tho hail was taxed to 
its utmost, as Doctor Aitken has the 
reputution ot hemg the most success­ 
ful doublestur Under in the world, 
having so far located over 170(1. 
The 
lecture was illustrated with many tine 
luntern slides, showing the different 
styles of 
refracting aud 
reflecting 
telescopes, their adaption to photo­ 
graphy and chemical analysis of the 
light with the spectroscope. 
F o r tbe 
tatter purpose the light gathered by 
the large telescope passes tjirough a 
slit 1-100 inch loug by 1-1000 iuoh 
wide, then through throe prisms and 
the lines of tho spectrum thus pro­ 
duced is studied. 
The lecturer ex­ 
plained tbe 
vastuess 
of our solat 
system and the iutinite distance of 
the stars, the theory of sunspots, the 
course of the sun observed during 
totul eclipse, nebulas aud the pro­ 
bable formation of stars, dark / stars 
and 
numerous 
other 
interesting 
astronomical facts. 
Doctor 
Aitken 
spoke rapidly for over an hour with­ 
out notes, 
aud the lecture though 
soieutitic was lucid and plain enough 
to he easily understood 
by any one 
whose early education had not 
been 
neglected. 
Doctoi Aitken will dis- 
semiuute some of the knowledge he 
auquired during years of observation 
by delivering several more lectures 
during the summer at the University 
of Ualiforniu, aud no doubt will each 
time he greeted by a large uudieuce.

Superintendent of Schools W. 11. 
Ureenbalgh has just completed his 
animal report to the state controller, 
Riving 
the 
complete 
statistics ot 
*dh on Is ot Amador county for tho 
past, vnar. 
It. was inevitable, that 
inasmuch as the niwnhnr of census 
children lias tallen oír in comparison 
with last year, and indeed for several 
years past, the average daily attend­ 
ance of pupils in the public schools 
would also show a corresponding do 
cline. The figures on this proposition 
arc as follows: 
1900-7—Average No. belonging 
1424 
Average daily attendance 1841 
190 ¡.8—Average No. belonging 
1827 
Average daily attendance 1281 
(Considering the total number of 
children, the attendance shows up 
exceedingly well, showing about 7 per 
cent of non-attendants for the past 
year against a trifle undor that for the 
previous year. 
The schools are in an 
excellent shape iu all other respects. 
The appointment of teachers for the 
ensuing year is being made, hut many 
of the districts have not yot taken 
action in the selection of teachers. 
There are plenty 
of applicants in 
nearly all the districts. 
Some per­ 
plexity has boeu caused by teachers 
putting in applications iu a number 
ot districts. 
Of course this is done, 
so that tho applicant, disappointed nt 
one point, may still hope for employ­ 
ment at another. 
Still it is a source 
of much annoyance to the trusrtees, 
as under tho circumstances tbev are 
not suro that the teacher who is pro- 
lerred aud selected may not bo e n ­ 
gaged olsewhere. 
This lias actually 
happened in this county this year. 
A 
teacher was selected in a certain dis­ 
trict, hut the 
appointment turned 
down for tho reason that a more d e ­ 
sirable appuiutnient had heen obtain­ 
ed in another district.

The democratic national convention at Denver has present­ 
ed W .J. Bryan for president, and John W . Kern of Indiana 
for vice-president for the suffrages of the people. The nomin­ 
ation of Br3'an was a foregone conclusion. 
H elias been the 
most prominent figure in the democratic party for the past 
twelve years— ever since he made his “cross of gold” speech 
before the convention of 1896, which stampeded the delegates 
to his standard and gave him the nomination that year. 
H e 
has been a persistent raiubow-chaser ever since. 
Already 
twice defeated for the presidency, he bobs up serenely for the 
third attempt to reach the coveted goal. 
N o doubt in his 
first candidacy the honor came to him spontaneously, without 
any self-seeking on his part. 
But since that time he has 
been badly afflicted with the presideutial^fever. 
He has been 
the dominating figure in the democratic party all these years. 
He is the only example in history of a man receiving the 
nomination for the presidency, after being twice defeated. 
Cleveland was nominated three times, but he scored a victory 
in his first and third candidacy. 
The Denver convention 
was more absolutely under the control of the man from Neb­ 
raska than any previous gathering. 
From beginning to end 
he dictated its every movement. 
The platform is of his own 
building, and attempts to please every class and every shade 
of opinion. 
It aims to catch the floating and independent 
votes. 
T he union labor element is tickled with the promise 
of a change in the law so as to modify the power of the courts 
in the issuance of writs of injunction in cases involving labor 
disputes. 
T his is done to capture the working classes. 
The 
definition of a platform as “ a trap to catch votes,” was never 
more applicable than in the present declaration of principles 
by the national democracy. 
Such a policy of anything to 
win stands a slim show of meeting with the approval of 
American citizens. 
We do not believe a majority of the 
union laborers want the laws twisted for their particular bene­ 
fit. 
T lie principle of equality before the law is more sacred 
than the idea of special favors to any class. 
The attitude of 
democracy this year, when analyzed by the intelligent voter, 
should cause a revolt in the ranks of labor against the Bryan 
ticket. 
T he triumph of such -ideas promulgated in the name 
of democracy would prove a disaster to their interests instead 
of a blessing. 
A campaign of enthusiasm is not to be ex­ 
pected. 
Men do not enthuse over such crazy-patck politics. 
The enthusiasm will likely be confined to the opponents of 
this radicalism. 
The long-continued hurrahs for the tliird- 
time candidate in the convention hall fail to meet any answer­ 
ing echo from the masses. 
T he outcome is fairly anticipated 
in the odds of two to one offered by the betting fraternity in 
favor of the election of Taft. 


The nomination of John W. Kern, of Indiana, as the 
democratic candidate for vice-president, came as a surprise. 
It was a plain case of the advent of a dark horse. 
Nobody 
had previously heard of the man in conuection with the 
presidential ticket. 
It mas not because of a multiplicity of 
aspirants that the couveution was forced to seek out the 
stranger. 
T h e men prominently mentioned had declined. 
Kern is an attorney of some note in Indiana. 
He ran for 
governor of that state, and suffered defeat at the hands of .his 
republican competitor. 
Indiana is classed as a doubtful state 
politically. 
By this nomination it is hoped to swing the 15 
electoral votes of that state into the democratic column. Both 
the candidates are from the middle west, and if state pride is 
sufficiently strong to carry both states— Nebraska and In- 
diau—they will add 23 votes to the solid south, which the 
democrats confidently calculate upon carrying as usual. The 
continuance of republican ascendancy is not seriously en­ 
dangered by another tilt with Bryanistu.

A m ador county comprises an area of 
48 square miles. It lies on the wes- 
ern slope of Sierra Nevada mountains, 
nd em braces within its territory nil 
ho diversity of valley, foothill, and 
igh mountainous lands. 
Clim ate.—-The climate of the popu- 
ous portions of the county is as (penial 
ind healthful as can he found anywhere 
n California. As climate, is one of the 
nost valuable assets of this favored 
tato in attracting population, Amador 
tands second to no county in ttiis re- 
ard. It should, and no doubt will In 
ime, w hen its climatic advantages arc 
nore thoroughly understood and up- 
>roeintod, become a health resort not 
inly for those in less favored states, 
ut for the residents of o th er parts of 
California. The tem perature alone the 
mt.ral portion rarely falls below 30 
legrccs above zero in winter, and as 
arely rises to 100 degrees in the sum- 
nor. Snow seldom falls in the settled 
listriets, and never rem ains on the 
round for more than a few hours. Of 
ourso, in the high m ountain regions 
of (¡astern Amador the snowfall is very 
heavy—which is characteristic of the 
entire Sierra Nevada rango. The sum­ 
mer season is alway accompanied with 
cool nights; permitting of sound, re­ 
freshing slumber. Fogs aro rare, cy­ 
clones are unknown, thunderstorm s are 
infrequent. 
Cold Mining.—The co u n ty ,although 
rich in other sources or wealth, com­ 
paratively untouched, is noted prin 
eipally for her quartz mines. 
The 
deepest gold mines in A m erica are lo­ 
cated hero. The Kennedy mine is now 
taking gold in liberal quantities from 
quartz extracted from a depth of over 
¡¡000 feet below the surface, with every 
indication that tho pay-ore extends to 
a much greater depth. Since tho dis­ 
covery of gold, the county has contrib­ 
uted fully $100.00(1000 to tho world’s 
supply of the precious metal. 
The 
minos are still yielding a t tho rate of 
about two million dollars annually. 
N early all of this wealth is produced by 
eig ht or ten mines operating on what 
is called tho “mother lode.” stretching 
clear across the county In a north-east­ 
erly direction a distance of twenty 
miles. The mines aggregate between 
400 and 500 stamps, and furnish em­ 
ploym ent for over 1000 m iners. 
Phis 
industry is still in its infancy. The 
unexplored territory, even along the 
main gold belt, is far in excess of tho 
ground that has actually been worked 
or prospected. The county offers to­ 
day one of the most inviting Helds to 
bo found anywhere in the world for the 
investm ent of capital In th o fascinating 
business of gold mining, not alone along 
the m other lode, but also in the almost 
untouched mineralized country ol tho 
east belt, some tenor twelve miles from 
the m ain lode. 
Besides gold, we have copper, de­ 
posits of pottery, coal, im urbe, slate, 
limestone, granite, and soapstone or 
tale—all undeveloped. 
A gricultural Capabilities. —The agri­ 
cultural possibilities equal, if not excel, 
the mineral riches. T he valley lands 
will produce anything th a t can be 
grown in the most favored sections. 
In th e foothill lands all kinds of decid­ 
uous fruits thrive: also all kinds of 
ro raised w here irrigation

A m ador has a populasion of less than 
12000. T hree fourths of th is is concen­ 
trated in a strip of three miles above 
arid below the mineral belt. 
Jackson, the county seat, has about 
2500 inhabitants, and isnn incorporated 
city ol the sixth class. O th er towns 
are S u tter Creek, Am ador City, Dry- 
town, Plymouth, Volcano, Pine Grove 
and Oleta. louoCity is th e metrópolis 
of th e valley section, a thriving town 
of 1000 inhabitants. 
T h e community is law-abiding. Edu­ 
cational facilities are excellent. 
A 
school house is within easy reach of 
nearly every family. T here is one high 
school, located at lone. 
T h e assessment roll for 1007 is $5.- 
S00,700, aud the tax rate for both state 
ami county purposes $2 on the $100. 
T ho Southern Pacific has a branch 
railroud running to lime. From tiiis 
point the 1 out; and Fustera railroad ex­ 
tends 14 miles further to the mining 
section.

The term arsenal in this case 
is used positively and not figuratively, 
as thi“ Porto,Itlcans, like (lie Spaniards, 
have quite a craze for sword canes and 
dagger canes, and they make these 
with remarkable skill. 
The blades of the finer specimens 
come from famous smiths in Toledo 
and ot her Spanish cities and are forged 
from the finest steel. Some are dam­ 
ascened and others are inlaid with sil­ 
ver anil gold, some have worked upon 
them the name of the ow ner and oth­ 
ers the name of a patron saint. The 
assortm ent Of walking sticks in the 
shops in the larger tow ns is very 
varied. 
They have fashions in sticks and 
canes suited to different ages and pro­ 
fessions. There are sedate mahogany, 
ebony and rosewood sticks for clergy­ 
men and physicians and fanciful bam­ 
boos w ith gleaming steel inside for 
men about town. There are rough oak­ 
en sticks for tho Spanish Anglomani­ 
acs and saucy little staves for those 
who ape the styles of the boulevard. 
For travelers there are coffee sticks, 
thorns, tea sticks, leopard wood cnr.es 
anil orange sticks—London Chronicle. 


Funerals In Pequ. 
According to social usage, women In 
Peru cannot attend funerals, and they 
do not appear at weddings unless they 
are very intimate friends. Whim a 
funeral procession passes through the 
streets the cotlin is carried upon the 
shoulders of the pallbearers, who are 
followed by an empty liearse drawn 
by two, four or six horses, according 
to the means of the mourners and their 
desire for display.

As long 
as they are in the presence of the dead 
It is considered a proper and necessary 
evidence of respect to walk. After the 
body has been committed to the grave 
those who attend the funeral are 
brought home in carriages.

Afterward ft wns deemed desirable 
that it should bn signed. For a long 
tlnie subsequently, however, witnesses 
were still considered s iperlluous, pro­ 
vided that tho body of the will was in 
tho testato r’s handwriting. 
Now. of 
course, witnesses are essential, i'lieru 
must lio at least two, who m ust see 
tho will properly executed. 
llut any 
man m aking Ids will can luive as 
many 
witnesses above 
two ns ho 
likes, if lie thinks them necessary. 
In tho case ol a soldier or a sailor 
in tho navy on activo service the law 
does not require so much formality 
as trom a mere civilian safe and snug 
at heme. 
if by word of m outh only 
it is valid as regards personal pro­ 
perty thinks them necessary. 
A will written in shorthand mid 
duly signed and witnessed lias been 
held to he valid. 
A will may be 
written on anything, from a postcard 
to a portion of a trco stum p, pro 
vidcd it is legible and in proper 
form. 
A m a n ’a will is nowadays revoked 
or annulled if ho gets m arried after 
making it. 
At one time his wiJI was 
revoked, not only when 
he got 
married, but whenever a now baby 
arrived iu the family. 
T his was in 
order that each new arrival should 
have fair play and lie given at luast a 
chance of being m entioned iu bis 
or her father’s final dispositions. 
in tbe days of Henry V III, a man 
bail no right to dispose of bis per­ 
sonal property—that is, liis money 
and m ovables—just as be pleased, it 
ho left a widow aud children, halt 
his property, at least bad to be divid­ 
ed am ong them, no m atter whether 
bo liked it or not.

O ne of Byron’s chief 
fears was th a t o f becoming fat, and to 
avoid it he o fte n resorted to ex trao r­ 
dinary system s o f diet. At Athens h e 
lived mainly on rice and vinegar a n d 
water. 
L ater h e confined himself to 
six biscuits n (lay and ten. In 1810 h e 
had so restricted his diet that he w as 
obliged to keep d o w n hunger by ch ew ­ 
ing mastic an d tobacco. 
‘Don J u a n ’ 
was ‘written on gin and w ater.” ’ 
Byron, it lias been pointed out, w hs 
one of those foredoom ed by their con­ 
stitutions to fa tn e s s in middle life, 
whether they e a t m uch or little, a n d 
his victory o v er n a tu r e in this respect 
—for ho succeeded In reducing him self 
by these violent m ethods—has been 
quoted as one o f th e most rem arkable 
achievements o f th e human will, con­ 
sidering ali th e circum stances. It m u s t 
have been b itte r to him to see such a 
man as Beau B m m n iel, who ate a n d 
drank freely a n d took no exercise, re ­ 
taining w ith o u t nn effort all the ele­ 
gance of figure th a t w as his g reatest 
gift. No w o n d er B yron’s was the po­ 
etry of gloom.—L ondon News.

T h e outlook favors the utmost 
harmony and good feeling 
a m o n g the republicans of Am ador county in the 
political 
campaign now opening. 
We see nothing ahead that should 


cause the slighest break in the excellent feeling that now 
prevail., within the party ranks. W i t h the strong republican 
majority, and with the exercise o f reasonable care in the 
selection of candidates, republicans should elect every man on 


the local ticket this fall, and also g iv e a good majority for the 
presidential and other party nominees. 
Attempts will 110 


doubt be made to sow discoid, but 
republicans should have 
sense enough to kn o w that such tactics arc usually the work 
o f the opposition, and should frown them down wherever and 
whenever they show front. 
T he local officers to be elected 


th is year are superior judge and three supervisors— one in 
each of the following townships, one, two and four. 
An 
assemblyman m ust also be elected for this district, which in­ 
cludes within its territorial embrace the counties of Calaveras, 


A lp in e and Mono, as well as Amador. 
It is true, that never 
in the past history of this county has there been such an op­ 


portunity presented of serving the interests of the people 
ge n era lly by the passage of wholesome changes in the laws 
a s at the present time. 
T h e legislative enactments specially 
affecting this co unty of late years have been freighted with 
more harm than good. 
The representative that forces a 


c h a n g e to the opposite tack will be hailed as a benefactor in­ 


deed. 
The district is strongly republican, and the candidate 


o f that party should have no trouble in carrying it b y a de­ 
cisive majority, especially as the assem blym an elected will 


have a vote in the election of a United States senator to suc­ 
ceed George C. Perkins, whose term expires March 3, 1909. 


But the interest in local affairs w ill center mainly around 
the election of the three supervisors. 
A change ill the com­ 


plexio n of the board is highly important at this jun ctu re, as 
the initial step toward breaking up the clique of politicians 


w h o endeavor to r u n things, not on a basis of ju stice and 


righ t, but according to their narrow-minded prejudices. T he 


people of the c o u n ty must be well aware that unless a man 
is prepared to bow before the dictates of the ring he is sub­ 


ject to every species of petty annoyance at the hands o f those 


w h o are entrusted with the duty of looking after the 
public 
business. 
When favoritism and personal prejudices are per­ 


mitted to influence the transaction o f the people’s business, 


whether in the interest of one political party or a clique com­ 
posed of both parties, the fullness of time has surely arrived 


for citizens, irrespective of party affiliations, to take a hand to 
terminate such a condition of affairs. 
W e have no hesitation 
in sa y in g that the local government 
has never presented a 


inore deplorable aspect in this respect than under the exist­ 


in g regime. 
It is not possible to strike at the root of the 


evil until the general election of county officers two years 
hence.

Hughes of tne juvouile court of Sacra­ 
mento, and by Judgo Cook of the 
superior court of Han Francisco, who 
took the place of A. Carniuetti, who 
was unable to be present. 
Several 
vocal selections were heard from S. 
Homer Hanley, while the school baud 
entertained the audience during the 
interims. 
The closing address was 
made by Monsiguor Capel. 
At the 
close 
of 
tbo 
exercises 
tho 
hand 
gathered on 
the 
lawn and played 
several 
selections.

was 
served in the gymnasium, 
and 
in 
the officers’ dining room, alter which 
tho visitors prepared to depart, 
the

Home eighteen months ago the idea 
of building an assembly hall was first 
conceived 
by the 
trustees. 
Plaus 
were drawn aud a miniature made 
therefrom by the boys. 
The trustees 
asked the legislature to give 815,000 
with which 
to erect 
the building 
according to the plaus. 
They pro­ 
mised that all the work would he 
done by the hoys. 
The money was 
voted aud work was commenced short­ 
ly afterward, 
brom tho time th a t the 
ground was broken the hoys ot the 
school have done all the work, 
even 
to sbapiug the crude iron, and mtik 
iug the concrete blocks of which the 
buildiDg is made.
